ANNUAL  REPORT 


Honorable  John  F.  How-man,  Mayor,  and 
Board  of  City  Commissioners. 
Salt  Lake  City,  Utah. 

Gentlemen:  In  the  statistical  report  of  the  police  depart- 
ment for  the  year  1930,  contained  in  the  following  pages,  I  feel 
sure  that  you  will  find  much  that  is  not  only  interesting  but 
gratifying. 

While  the  figures  showing  the  activities  of  the  various 
branches  of  the  department  speak  for  themselves,  I  wish  to 
make  the  observation  that,  as  a  whole,  the  department  has 
been  uniformly  successful  in  coping  with  every  situation  we 
have  been  called  upon  to  meet,  and  that  there  has  been  a 
steady  and  consistent  strengthening  of  the  service  in  cooper- 
ative effort  and  earnestness  of  purpose  on  the  part  of  all  con- 
cerned. 

Among  matters  of  outstanding  importance  were  the  addi- 
tion of  ten  men  to  the  force,  and  for  which  I  take  this  oppor- 
tunity to  thank  your  honorable  body;  the  establishment  of  two 
sub-stations  for  the  purpose  of  providing  means  for  quicker 
response  to  emergency  calls,  the  stations  being  at  Sugar  House 
and  on  Thirteenth  East  between  Second  South  and  Broadway; 
increased  traffic  division,  together  with  improvements  in  acci- 
dent investigation  and  record  keeping;  changes  in  working 
hours  to  fit  conditions  as  to  traffic  congestion  at  intersections ; 
the  inauguration  of  a  system  of  painting  lanes  in  front  of  all 
schools  for  the  information  of  motorists  and  pedestrians,  and 
the  installation  of  new  traffic  lights  at  the  following  locations: 

Twenty-first  South  and  Eleventh  East,  Twenty-first  South 
and  State.  Seventeenth  South  and  Fifth  East,  Seventeenth 
South  and  State,  Fifth  South  and  State  and  Fifth  South  and 
Main  streets.  In  this  connection,  certain  recommendations 
have  been  made  by  Supt.  Charles  J.  Reading,  which  is  a  part 
of  this  report. 

A  feature  that  has  already  added  greatly  to  the  general 
efficiency  of  the  men  in  the  department,  was  training  in  Jiu 
Jitsu,  which  was  started  last  spring,  and  which  has  been  fol- 
lowed up  by  instructors  in  the  department,  giving  the  value 
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of  their  training  to  the  new  men  as  well  as  keeping  the  work 
up  to  par. 

(  )fficers  comprising  the  first  aid  team  of  the  department 
distinguished  themselves  as  a  team  and  individually  in  the 
spring  when  they  competed  in  the  California  Industrial  First 
Aid  contest,  won  a  handsome  silver  cup  for  the  team,  as  well 
as  individual  medals.  (  )n  man}-  occasions  members  of  the  team 
have  responded  to  emergency  calls,  saved  lives  and  prevented 
much  suffering,  and  I  feel  that  the  team  is  deserving  of  all 
the  support  and  encouragement  that  it  can  he  given. 

Idie  Junior  Traffic  Police  force  has  heen  materially 
strengthened,  and  at  three  schools  where  the  danger  hazard 
appeared  greatest,  regular  traffic  men  have  heen  placed.  Safety 
talks  have  been  given  at  the  schools  in  conjunction  with  the 
new  .Motor  Safety  League  and  the  Utah  Automobile  Associa- 
tion, with  splendid  cooperation  from  principals  and  teachers 
of  the  schools  and  the  boys  who  comprise  the  various  squads. 
The  advantages  of  this  force  are  too  obvious  to  need  extended 
mention,  suffice  it  to  say  that  only  a  few  minor  accidents  at 
the  schools  were  recorded  during  the  year. 

General  improvement  has  been  noted  in  virtually  all  of  the 
subdivisions  of  the  department,  and  the  morning  and  evening 
broadcasts  over  the  radio  have  developed  into  a  feature  of  real 
importance  and  value. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  finances  of  the  city  will  soon 
warrant  the  purchase  of  a  new  police  ambulance,  and  the 
installation  of  short  wave  length  radio  system  on  police  cars, 
also  the  establishment  of  a  much  needed  modern  system  of 
record  keeping.  Steady  improvement  has  been  made  in  target 
practice  and  greater  progress  is  confidently  expected  during 
the  coming  year. 

Again  thanking  your  honorable  body  for  the  support  and 
cooperation  you  have  extended  to  the  department,  and  trusting 
that  you  will  give  your  careful  consideration  to  the  attached

Dear  Chief: 

I  am  submitting  herewith  our  Annual  report  governing  the  ac- 
tivities of  the  Detective  Bureau  during  the  year  1930. 

Would  earnestly  recommend  that  this  department  be  augmented 
by  at  least  two  men.  The  increase  in  activities  of  the  criminal  ele- 
ment necessitates  an  increase  in  our  personnel. 

I  desire  also  to  stress  the  importance  of  a  Central  Bureau  of 
Records. 

The  detective  bureau  of  the  Salt  Lake  City  Police  Department 
has  completed  another  year  of  its  historical  career.  As  the  year  1930 
draws  to  a  close,  one  may  look  back  over  the  chief  events  occurring 
during  the  twelve  month  period  with  a  sense  of  satisfaction.  Were 
a  mental  comparison  made  of  the  year  1930  and  a  year  a  decade  ago, 
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startling  results  would  be  shown.  The  accomplishments,  progress  im- 
provements and  growth  of  this  organization  are  many.  Consequently, 
it  is  not  only  a  feeling  of  satisfaction,  hut  one  of  pride  that  assails  the 
individual  who  has  grown  and  progressed  along  with  the  bureau. 

The  past  year  has  witnessed  many  improvements  and  refinements 
in  the  operation  of  this  bureau.  Although  no  major  changes  have 
been  made,  many  details  of  operation  have  been  perfected  and  im- 
proved upon.  A  system  of  records  that  was  inaugurated  in  the  Detec- 
tive Bureau  two  years  ago.  has  been  improved  upon  until  it  handles 
the  complete  files  and  investigations  of  all  bureaus  within  the  police 
department.  The  record  system  is  about  to  branch  out  into  a  central- 
ized bureau  of  records  and  identification  and  no  doubt  will  be  a 
tremendous  aid  to  the  department  in  general.  Salt  Lake  City  has 
grown  in  population  to  some  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  people — 
a  city  large  enough  to  support  a  central  bureau  of  records. 

The  spring  of  1930  brought  with  it  a  serious  economic  problem, 
affecting  the  country  as  a  whole.  When  financial  difficulties  were 
first  encountered  in  the  country's  stock  market,  many  economists 
predicted  a  period  of  depression  and  much  unemployment.  Crime 
problems  and  economic  problems  are  distinctly  related,  and  the  de- 
gree of  corellation  between  unemployment  and  prevalence  of  crime 
is  positive  and  high,  as  a  consequence  this  bureau  made  preparations 
in  anticipation  of  increased  crime  and  were  able  to  cope  with  the 
situation. 

Some  idea  of  the  volume  of  work  handled  by  the  Detective  Bureau 
during  the  past  year  may  be  had  from  the  following  figures  relating 
to  activities  of  the  personnel  of  the  bureau.  The  Detective  Bureau  is 
operated  under  a  chief  of  detectives,  and  composed  of  1  captain  of 
detectives,  6  sergeants,  and  12  detectives,  all  engaged  in  criminal  in- 
vestigation work,  conducting  six  thousand  investigations,  and  as  a 
result  arrested  1221  suspects,  detained  for  investigation;  572  held  to 
answer  to  charges,  and  70  for  outside  cities. 

There  has  been  a  decided  increase  in  residential  burglaries  during 
the  past  twelve  months.  These  burglaries  last  year  totaled  559,  as 
compared  with  731  for  the  year  just  ending.  Robberies  in  1930  totaled 
186,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  28  holdups.  Of  the  186 
robberies,  77  of  these  were  cleared  by  arrest,  or  nearly  50%  of  these 
crimes  were  cleared  by  taking  into  custody  the  perpetrators.  Shop- 
lifters have  been  extremely  active  during  the  year  showing  an  increase 
in  arrests  from  13  during  1929.  to  56  during  the  year  just  ending.  55% 
of  these  cases  being  reported  from  one  department  store.  Homicides 
committed  during  the  past  year  show  an  increase  over  last  year  from 
6  to  7.  the  records  showing  that  each  homicide  was  cleared  with  the 
exception  of  one.  that  of  Dell  Young  who  was  found  murdered 
August  16.  1930.  at  275  West  Third  South  Street.  L.  J.  Smith  was 
arrested  and  charged  with  the  crime  but  released  in  court. 

We  desire  to  recommend  that  a  central  bureau  of  records  be 
opened  to  handle  reports  centrally  of  every  member  of  the  depart- 
ment, same  to  be  filed,  indexed  and  cross  indexed,  and  that  a  class  be 
held  each  month  for  the  purpose  of  instruction  of  each  member  in 
making  his  reports.  During  the  past  year,  difficulty  in  procuring  the 
cooperation  of  all  bureaus  in  the  department  in  making  their  reports 
has  placed  the  record  bureau  in  a  substandard  position.

During  the  year  1930,  a  Photographic  Circular  System  was  in- 
augurated and  eight  circulars  were  sent  out,  including  the  photographs 
and  finger  prints  of  the  person  wanted.  Seven  of  these  were  appre- 
hended. 

The  work  in  the  Identification  Bureau  has  actually  doubled  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  As  you  will  note,  during  1929,  there  were  652  per- 
sons photographed  and  finger  printed  in  our  Bureau.  During  1930. 
there  were  1337,  a  total  increase  of  105%. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  routine  work  performed,  the  Bureau  was 
called  upon  to  take  innumerable  latent  prints  at  the  scene  of  the 
crime,  and  a  total  of  103  have  been  placed  on  record  in  our  files. 

There  were  74  different  exposures  taken  at  the  scene  of  serious 
crimes  and  automobiles  involved  in  fatalities.  There  were  also  843 
circulars  with  finger  print  records  received. 

May  I  urge  the  importance  of  developing  the  Identification  Bureau, 
and  endeavoring  to  make  it  more  useful  as  the  ''Eyes  of  the  Depart- 
ment." and  also  suggest  the  further  development  of  Latent  Prints  and 
Ballistics.

Herewith  is  the  annual  report  for  the  year  of  1930.  showing  the 
activities  of  the  Automotive  bureau. 

During  the  year  1930,  there  were  1256  automobiles  reported  to  u> 
as  stolen  in  Salt  Lake  City,  of  which  number  1230  were  recovered. 

This  shows  a  recovery  average  of  approximately  98  per  cent  which 
is  a  very  enviable  record. 

There  were  also  69  autos  recovered  for  other  cities  within  the 
state  of  Utah  and  for  other  states. 

hi  addition  to  numerous  arrests  for  traffic  violations  and  for  minor 
charges,  the  members  of  the  Automotive  Department  made  737  arrests,

ANNUAL  REPORT  I  >F 


Officers  of  the  Automotive  Bureau  answered  2920  calls  for  the 
Desk  Serge&ntS  and  Captains,  as  well  as  traffic  and  prowler  car  work. 

On  June  8.  1930.  a  gas  station  was  held  up  at  7th  north  and  2nd 
west.  Officer  Leland  Daley  chased  the  bandits  at  a  high  rate  of  speed 
on  his  motorcycle,  south  on  2nd  west  to  2nd  south  and  west  to  7th 
west  where  he  arrested  and  disarmed  James  Look,  alias  Wheeler,  who 
had  an  automatic  pistol  with  a  silencer.  Daley  fired  two  shots  at 
\\  heeler's  partner  as  he  ran  between  two  buildings  and  escaped  on 
foot.  They  had  a  Xew  Ford  Sedan  stolen  in  Reno,  Nevada.  Daley 
also  recovered  from  Wheeler  $400.00  worth  of  new  clothing  and  a  shot 
gun  stolen  from  a  Xew  York  tourist  named  Cochran  in  a  holdup  on 
the  Nevada  desert.  This  arrest  also  cleared  up  4  daylight  holdups  in 
this  city. 

On  June  21st  Officer  Daley  was  bringing  two  men  named  Hobson 
and  Wise  to  the  station  for  investigation,  in  a  Buick  Coupe  from  Ore- 
gon, Hobson  driving,  as  they  stopped  for  the  red  light  at  2nd  south 
and  State.  Hobson  drew  a  gun  on  Daley  who  kicked  it  from  his  hand 
on  to  the  running  board  and  drew  his  own  gun,  but  Wise  grabbed  the 
cylinder  making  it  impossible  for  him  to  fire.  Then  Hobson  drew  a 
second  gun  that  was  concealed  in  the  upholstery  and  shot  Daley 
through  the  leg  shattering  the  bone.  Wrhile  Wise  held  a  gun  against 
Daley,  the}'  staged  a  gas  station  holdup,  fled  north  to  Farmington, 
dropped  Daley  at  a  private  home,  threatened  people  there  and  a 
doctor  whom  they  called,  with  death  if  they  called  help,  held  up  a 
State  Highway  Officer  and  took  his  gun,  held  up  a  store  there  and  fled 
north  to  Brigham  City  where  they  were  captured  by  Sheriff  Zundell. 
Before  they  were  arrested  by  Daley  they  had  burglarized  the  home 
of  Grant  Pemberton,  manager  of  the  Orpheum  Theatre  and  a  store 
at  Willard,  Utah.  Their  two  accomplices  were  arrested  by  Officer 
II.  C.  Pierce  in  another  Oregon  Buick  Coupe  and  the  search  of  the 
upholstery  of  these  two  cars  revealed  several  additional  guns  hidden 
in  secret  compartments.  Both  of  these,  Hobson  and  Wise  are  ex-con- 
victs from  Oregon  and  Washington. 

On  July  10,  1930.  Officer  C.  H.  Olson  arrested  Mooney  and  Smith 
in  a  stolen  car.  both  of  them  armed,  just  as  they  were  going  to  hold 
up  a  gas  station  at  5th  South  and  West  Temple,  just  a  few  minutes 
after  they  had  held  up  another  gas  station  and  robbed  the  attendant. 

On  June  29th,  1930,  Officers  T.  B.  Burbidge  and  C.  H.  Olson  had 
a  running  gun  fight  with  Watkins  and  White  after  they  had  stolen 
a  car  and  held  up  a  store  on  6th  East.  Officer  Burbidge  was  shot 
in  the  hand  by  Wratkins  before  he  was  overpowered  and  disarmed  of  a 
45  caliber  army  automatic  pistol. 

On  March  7.  1930,  Officers  J.  J.  Roberts.  Jr.,  and  C.  H.  Olson 
arrested  one  man,  Rudolph  Kooyman,  and  recovered  20,000  feet  of  2 
inch  pipe  from  a  local  junk  yard  where  Kooyman  had  sold  it,  after 
stealing  it  from  Coalville,  Utah. 

On  November  28.  1930.  Officer  L.  R.  Terry  was  shot  in  the  right 
arm  pit  by  Louis  Deatherage  in  a  gun  battle  at  21st  South  and  5th  East 
tured  Deatherage  and  his  two  accomplices.  Howard  Meyers  and 
erage,  alias  Hover,  was  wounded  twice  by  Terry  who  was  severely 
handicapped  by  the  fact  that  Deatherage  used  the  proprietor  of  the 
-tore  for  a  shield  during  the  shooting  and  escaped. 

On  December  13,  1930.  Officers  C.  J.  Larsen  and  J.  Dastrup  cap- 
tured Deatherage  and  his  two  accomplices,  Howard  Meyers  and 
Charles  H inkle  as  they  were  about  to  stage  another  holdup.  These 
arrests  cleared  up  13  holdups  in  Salt  Lake  City,  a  $4000.00  bank  holdup 
in  Grafton,  Illinois,  a  bank  holdup  at  Madison  Wisconsin,  and  also 
several  holdups  in  Denver,  Colorado. 
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On  November  19,  1930,  Officers  T.  L.  Dykes  and  Sherman  Ealken- 
rath  arrested  Harry  Pershall,  alias  Harold  Grover,  and  Jimmie  Adams, 
alias  James  Lawrence  in  a  truck  at  3rd  South  and  State.  The  Bftme 
night  Officers  S.  Ealkenrath  and  C.  H.  Olson  arrested  \Y.  D.  Rendall. 
the  accomplice  of  Grover  and  Lawrence  at  470  Xorth  3rd  West  and 
recovered  $4500.00  worth  of  new  clothing  and  wearing  apparel  stolen 
in  two  burglaries,  a  store  at  Kanosh.  Utah,  and  a  store  at  Parowan, 
Utah.  All  of  these  prisoners  are  convicted  and  are  now  serving  sen- 
tences in  the  state  penitentiary. 

On  January  3,  1930,  Officers  Leland  Daley  and  C.  J.  Larson  arrest- 
ed Dwight  Merrick,  Haskell  Merrick,  Martin  Xisonger  John  James, 
Molly  Cundick,  Vernon  Brooks  and  Leslie  Griffiths  in  5  stolen  automo- 
biles and  cleared  up  the  thefts  of  50  other  cars  with  these  arrests. 

These  are  only  a  few  of  the  cases  handled  during  the  year  by  the 
members  of  the  Automotive  Bureau,  and  as  we  are  still  operating  with 
the  same  number  of  men  we  feel  that  we  can  still  increase  our  record 
of  efficiency  with  the  addition  of  two  Ford  roadsters  for  patrol  work- 
as  our  work  has  been  greatly  increased  by  the  increase  in  number  of 
automobiles  and  amount  of  traffic.

Officers  of  the  Automotive  Dept.  answered  approximately  11,000 
calls  tor  the  captains  and  desk  sergeants,  as  well  as  traffic  and 
prowler  car  work. 

In  one  of  the  arrests  for  burglar}-  over  $2,000.00  worth  of  property 
was  recovered,  that  was  burglarized  from  homes  on  the  East  side. 

Members  of  the  Automotive  Bureau  working  in  co-operation  with 
Mr.  Clark  and  Mr.  Britt  of  the  National  Auto  Theft  Bureau  broke 
up  a  large  auto  theft  ring,  convicted  and  sent  to  Government  prisons 
all  the  members  of  the  ring,  and  recovered  and  returned  to  the  owners 
over  100  cars  which  this  ring  had  stolen,  changed  motor  numbers 
on  and  sold.  63  of  these  cars  were  stolen  in  Salt  Lake  City,  and  the 
balance  from  surrounding  cities  and  states. 

If  we  are  to  keep  up  our  good  work  in  1930  as  in  1929  we  must 
have  additional  men  and  equipment,  because  of  the  increasing  demands 
made  on  our  department,  due  to  the  heavy  increases  in  traffic  and 
number  of  autos.  we  must  have  at  least  four  additional  men  and  two 
more  motorcycles.

Dear  Chief: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  work  done  by  me  on 
special  detail  covering  the  auto  wrecking  houses,  junk  yards,  and 
used  car  dealers,  second  hand  stores  and  camp  grounds.  I  think  by 
keeping  a  check  on  these  places  that  we  have  stopped  a  lot  of  our 
crime  by  keeping  down  our  stripping  of  cars,  breaking  into  houses 
and  stealing  the  plumbing  fixtures,  and  also  cuts  down  our  auto 
losses.  The  checking  of  the  camp  grounds  is  a  new  feature  and  has 
aided  us  greatly  in  determining  bona-fide  tourists  and  distinguishing 
characters  who  stop  at  auto  camp  grounds  to  avoid  registering  at 
hotels  where  police  could  check  up  on  them.  It  was  rather  hard  to 
get  started  owing  to  the  fact  that  it  was  hard  to  make  the  camp 
ground  keepers  see  where  it  was  any  benefit  to  them  and  the  police 
department,  but  I  think  that  this  year  we  will  get  along  better  and 
not  have  so  much  trouble  in  getting  the  reports  in. 

I  have  had  less  trouble  this  year  in  getting  the  auto  wrecking 
companies  and  the  auto  dealers  to  give  me  reports  of  the  cars  handled 
by  them  and  also  the  certificates  of  ownership  and  license  plates.  But 
I  think  that  T  was  helped  greatly  by  having  an  ordinance  passed  to 
help  me  out.  There  was  a  slight  increase  in  1930  over  the  previous 
year  in  the  number  of  cars  wrecked. 
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There  were  2140  cars  wrecked  in  \92{)  and  in  1930  there  were 
2278.  I  think  there  were  a  larger  percentage  of  these  cars  that  were 
really  wrecked,  as  most  of  the  dealers  have  a  plan  whereby  they  are 
allowed  a  certain  amount  by  the  manufacturers  on  all  cars  taken  in 
by  them,  and  they  in  turn  have  to  knock  them  in  the  head,  by  this  I 
mean  they  have  to  break  the  motor  block,  radiator,  rear  end  and 
most  of  the  time  the  windshield  and  the  headlights,  so  that  all  the  car 
wreckers  can  do  is  to  put  them  in  the  junk  yard. 

Among  the  most  important  arrests  I  made  this  year,  were  the 
arrests  of  Forest  Varner  and  Lefty  Yarner,  on  September  22.  and 
October  14.  1930.  and  the  recovery  for  the  Denver  &  Rio  Grande

I  submit  herewith,  the  annual  report  of  the  Traffic  Dep't.  for 
the  year  of  1930. 

Owing  to  the  elimination  of  the  left  turns  and  compelling  pedes- 
trians to  obey  the  traffic  signals,  there  has  been  a  decided  improve- 
ment in  traffic  conditions  in  the  congested  district. 

We  have  had  two  hundred  less  casualties  in  19301  than  in  1929. 

There  has  been  a  few  more  accidents  reported  in  the  congested 
district  this  year,  but  this  is  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  the  district 
has  been  extended  to  5th  South  street  on  Main  and  State  streets  and 
also  to  the  fact  that  there  were  more  people  reporting  minor  acci- 
dents. They  are  beginning  to  realize  that  in  all  accident  cases  that 
are  taken  to  the  courts,  that  these  reports  are  a  great  help. 

Officer  Blank  has  been  a  great  help  in  handling  accident  cases. 
His  advice  and  assistance  has  kept  many  cases  from  going  to  the  civil 
courts  for  settlement. 
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The  school  children  have  been  handled  in  a  very  satisfactory 
manner  by  the  Junior  traffic  police,  under  the  very  efficient  super- 
vision of  officer  H.  C.  Pierce.  This  organization  is  deserving  of  a 
great  deal  of  credit  for  their  good  work. 

Officer  J.  V.  Larson  has  been  handling  the  warrants  for  tin- 
Traffic  Department,  and  he  lias  also  had  the  replacing  and  repairing 
of  traffic  signs,  that  have  been  defaced  and  in  many  cases  destroyed. 
The  Ford  car  that  has  been  assigned  to  officer  Larson  has  been  a 
great  help  in  conducting  this  work. 

T  would  suggest  that  an  effort  be  made  to  have  the  State  traf fit- 
law  amended  to  read  that  in  all  cases  of  accident  where  there  has 
been  a  personal  injury,  the  drivers  of  the  autos  and  also  street  car 
motormen  must  file  a  report,  in  w  riting,  immediately  with  the  police 
authorities,  of  the  city  or  county  in  which  the  accident  occurred. 
Under  the  present  law  this  is  not  compulsory.  A  drivers'  license  would 
be  a  great  help  in  handling  our  traffic  problems.  I  have  received  279 
traffic  complaints  from  members  of  the  Motor  Safety  League  of  Utah. 
T  have  handled  each  case  and  the  results  have  been  very  satisfactory. 
I  feel  that  ,we  are  greatly  indebted  to  this  organization  for  their 
valuable  assistance. 

T  would  like  at  this  time  to  thank  all  members  of  the  police  de- 
partment for  their  loyal  support  of  the  Traffic  Department.  Without 
this  suport  the  work  would  be  very  difficult.

Chief  of  Police, 
Dear  Sir: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  Anti-Vice  Bureau  for 
the  year  1930. 

During  this  year  there  were  1816  arrests  made  by  the  officers 
of  this  Bureau  covering  33  different  kinds  of  violations.  Of  this 
number  1063  convictions  were  obtained,  a  percentage  of  59.48  per  cent. 

Tabulations  show  that  there  were  516  arrests  for  the  prohibition 
law,  with  393  convictions,  a  percentage  of  76.16  per  cent.  67  cases 
were   dismissed,   and   56  cases   still  pending. 

The  arrest  of  649  persons  for  Section  1213,  resorting  to  a 
gambling  place,  led  in  the  number  of  arrests,  the  prohibition  law  a 
close  second. 

There  were  272  women  and  84  men  arrested  for  the  board  of 
health,  a  total  of  356  persons,  all  these  going  through  the  clinic. 

Our  records  show  that  the  following  contraband  liquors  were 
seized.  1320  gallons  of  whiskey,  617  gallons  of  wine,  89  gallons  of 
alcohol,  50  gallons  of  gin,  454  gallons  of  brew  (destroyed),  5^4  gallons 
mosteka,  Sl/2  pints  of  brandy,  6153  quarts  of  home  brew  beer. 

There  were  21  whiskey  stills,  with  a  total  capacity  of  3140  gallons 
seized  by  the  officers  of  this  bureau,  and  1938  gallons  of  mash  de- 
stroyed on  the  premises  where  raids  were  made. 

With  the  close  co-operation  with  the  Federal  Prohibition  Depart- 
ment, and  the  Sheriff's  office  a  large  number  of  places  have  been 
closed  and  some  padlocked  during  this  year.  And  it  is  again  a  pleasure 
to  report  the  good  feeling  and  co-operation  that  exists  between  the 
Federal  Department,  and  the  Sheriff's  office,  with  the  Police  Anti- 
Vice  Bureau. 

The  personnel  of  the  bureau  consists  of  seven  men  and  two 
women,  the  men  working  in  three  reliefs,  one  woman  checking  dance 
halls,  and  show  houses,  also  checking  juvenile  delinquency,  and  the 
other  is  detailed  to  office  work. 

The  Uniform  Rank  of  the  Police  department  have  on  many 
occasions,  helped  in  the  work  of  this  bureau,  in  raids  and  giving 
information,  and  in  their  daily  check  on  bootlegging  places. 

The  automobile  is  a  factor  in  the  liquor  business  with  the  boot- 
legger, this  year  the  bureau  seized  15  automobiles  and  9  of  these  cases 
were  turned  over  to  the  Federal  Prohibition  Department. 

It  is  the  wish  of  this  bureau  to  have  a  detail  of  two  men  to  work 
on  the  transportation  problem,  as  this  violation  connects  directly  to 
caches  and  stills,  both  in  and  out  of  the  City. 

The  fines  for  violation  of  the  Prohibition  law  this  year  amounted 
to  $21,090.00,  and  in  the  gambling  violations  the  fines  were  $5,058.00.

During  this  year  there  were  1043  arrests  made  by  the  officers  of 
this  Bureau  covering  40  different  kinds  of  violations.  Of  this  number 
692  convictions  were  obtained,  a  percentage  of  66.3  per  cent. 
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Tabulations  show  that  there  were  353  arrests  for  the  prohibition 
law,  with  283  convictions,  28  cases  still  pending,  and  42  cases  either 
dismissed  or  found  not  guilty.  Convictions  were  made  in  80  per  cent 
of  the  cases,  and  it  convictions  are  obtained  in  the  still  pending  cases  of 
80  per  cent  this  will  boost  the  total  convictions  to  86  per  cent.  This 
we  believe  is  a  remarkable  record. 

During  this  year  the  officers  of  this  bureau  in  raids  seized  the 
following  contraband  liquors:  857  gallons  of  whiskey,  485  gallons 
of  wine,  3711  quarts  of  beer,  85  gallons  of  gin,  275  gallons  alcohol, 
3  quarts  rum.  and  destroyed  704  gallons  of  home  brew  in  the  making. 

There  were  24  whiskey  stills,  with  a  total  capacity  of  1458  gallons 
seized  by  the  officers  of  this  bureau,  and  8205  gallons  of  whiskey 
mash  destroyed  on  the  premises  w  here  the  raids  were  made. 

Besides  the  above  mentioned  arrests  there  were  297  female>  and 
82  males  arrested  for  the  Board  of  Health,  or  a  total  of  379. 

There  were  879  raids  made  under  Search  and  Seizure  warrants  and 
liquor  was  found  in  60  per  cent  of  the  cases. 

The  expenditures  of  this  bureau  were  $855.00  for  the  year,  a^ 
against  $1261.41  for  1928.  or  a  saving  of  $406.41. 

Records  show  that  $21,444.00  were  taken  in  on  violation  of  the 
prohibition  law  alone  during  1929. 

The  personnel  of  the  bureau  consists  of  seven  men  and  two  women 
who  work  from  10  to  15  hours  a  day,  the  women  working  8  hours. 
Besides  the  general  work  of  the  bureau  the  officers  are  called  to  do 
special  duty  detail  in  other  bureaus. 

The  sudden  death  of  officer  C.  J.  Carlson  this  year  was  a  loss 
to  this  department  also  the  unfortunate  illness  of  officer  H.  S.  Neve 
is  felt  by  all. 

Several  officers  of  the  Uniform  Rank  have  on  a  number  of  occa- 
sions made  arrests  for  violating  the  prohibition  law  for  which  they  are 
deserving  of  much  credit,  all  this  work  is  of  great  help  to  this  branch 
of  the  service. 

W  ith  the  close  cooperation  with  the  Federal  Prohibition  Depart- 
ment and  the  Sheriff's  office  there  were  several  places  closed  up  for 
a  long  time  and  during  this  term  of  the  Federal  Grand  Jury,  more 
liquor  cases  were  tried  than  ever  before.  The  Anti-Vice  bureau  reports 
100  per  cent  convictions  on  all  cases  that  the  officers  sent  to  the  Grand 
Jury  and  Federal  Court. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  good  feeling  and  cooperation  exists 
between  the  Federal  Officers,  Sheriff's  office  and  the  Bureau  and  very 
much  good  work  has  been  accomplished  through  this  fact.

East  and  West  high  schools  do  not  maintain  Junior  Police.  We 
gave  safety  talks  to  each  of  these  schools,  as  well  as  St.  Marys  of  the 
Wasatch. 

The  organization  is  made  up  of  337  courteous  and  obedient  young 
men,  ranging  between  the  ages  of  11  to  14.  The  plan  we  followed 
this  year  in  installing  the  boys  before  their  student  body  which  has 
great  effect  on  the  students  as  well  as  the  boys  themselves  and  I  be- 
lieve has  contributed  largely  to  the  success  of  the  organization  this 
year. 

Also  wish  to  state  that  we  feel  proud  of  the  equipment  which 
consists  of  badge  worn  on  left  breast  and  metal  arm  band  worn  on 
the  left  arm  and  a  white  Sam  Brown  belt.  Square  red  flags  are  also 
used  with  the  word  school  stenciled  on  them.  The  badges  and  flags 
are  furnished  by  the  Police  Department,  while  the  metal  arm  bands 
are  given  by  Utah  State  Automobile  Association. 

We  are  also  indebted  to  Mr.  Russel  L.  Tracy  for  equipping  the 
boys  with  white  Sam  Brown  belts. 

We  are  very  proud  of  our  record  this  year  due  to  the  fact  we 
have  not  had  one  single  traffic  accident,  chargeable  to  Jr.  traffic 
police  of  the  Salt  Lake  City  schools.  We  also  feel  that  the  public 
should  have  their  share  of  the  credit  for  this  record. 

I  further  believe  that  this  record  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  motor- 
ing public  appreciate  and  realize  the  importance  of  Jr.  traffic  police 
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organization  and  respect  the  boys  more  than  they  have  ever  (lone 
before.

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REPORT  OF  TARGET  PRACTICE  FOR  YEAR  1930 

During  this  year  there  were  over  11.200  rounds  of  ammunition 
fired  by  104  men,  both  in  record  and  competition  shooting,  with  a 
result  of  67,492  points  out  of  a  possible  112,000  points,  this  making 
an  average  of  58.47  per  cent  per  individual  man. 

A  20  yard  standard  indoor  target  was  used,  the  distance  being 
from  10  yards  to  20  yards,  all  out  door  shooting,  this  target  having 
a  2^4  inch  bullseye. 

During  this  year  a  telegraphic  revolver  match  was  shot  off  with 
Pocatello,  the  Salt  Lake  Police  winning  with  a  large  margin. 

At  the  Utah  Peace  Officer  Convention  at  Springville.  Utah,  the 
Pistol  Team,  Capt.  O.  B.  Record,  Lieut.  Hedman,  Officers  Clark,  Blank 
and  Morrison  won  the  first  leg  of  the  Silver  Cup,  this  Cup  to  be  won 
three  times  straight,  the  team  bringing  the  cup  to  Salt  Lake  for  this 
year. 

Two  other  matches,  one  with  the  R.  O.  T.  C.  and  the  other  with 
the  Fort  Douglas  Team  had  to  be  called  off  on  account  of  the  weather. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  more  interest  was  shown  this  year  in 
this  work  than  heretofore,  and  promises  to  be  more  interesting  during 
the  year  1931. 

The  fact  that  the  City  is  buying  the  ammunition  has  been  a  great 
help  to  encourage  the  men  to  respond  for  target  practice. 

The  attached  records  will  show  that  the  men  have  improved  to  a 
great  extent,  in  this  work,  and  it  is  hoped  that  all  of  the  Department 
will  report  for  practice  this  next  year.

Dear  Sir: 

I  submit  the  following  report  of  first  aid  activities  for  the  year  1930. 

Training  was  given  to  120  policemen,  also  125  firemen.  A  number 
of  teams  were  trained  in  team  work  from  the  various  units  of  the 
department. 

The  team  from  the  automotive  bureau  winning  the  elimination 
contest  from  the  entire  department  went  to  San  Francisco,  Calif.,  and 
came  back  w  ith  the  highest  honors. 

Later  in  the  year  a  team  was  organized  and  entered  the  contest  at 
the  Utah  State  Fair.  This  team  was  composed  of  men  from  all  units 
in  the  department  and  in  said  contest  tied  with  the  Utah  Copper  Co. 
team  from  Magna  for  first  place  in  intermountain  championship. 

Numerous  cases  of  first  aid  have  been  given  by  members  of  this 
department  ranging  from  minor  cuts  and  bruises  to  more  major  in- 
juries, such  as  fractures  and  asphyxiations.  In  some  of  these  fractures 
the  attending  physicians  at  the  emergency  hospital  upon  seeing  splints 
and  treatment  given  have  removed  them  but  have  sent  patients  to  other 
hospitals  with  police  department  splints  still  on. 

For  instance,  one  incident,  police  department  answered  call  last 
summer  w  here  man  was  injured  by  ice  wagon  near  13th  South  and  4th 
East.  Posts  from  a  fence  nearby  were  ripped  and  used  for  splints  along 
with  neighbors  there  handing  officers  sheet  to  use  for  bandages.  This 
man  w  as  treated  at  scene  of  accident  and  his  leg  placed  in  splints  and 
was  treated  for  shock  and  removed  directly  to  L.  D.  S.  hospital  where 
attending  physician  stated  that  man  would  have  no  doubt  received  a 
serious  compound  fracture  had  it  not  been  due  to  fact  that  officers 
placed  this  man's  leg  so  neatly  in  a  splint  thereby  eliminating  serious 
effects  which  might  have  happened  during  transportation.  Another 
case  where  two  officers  assisted  in  answering  call  to  fire  in  southeast 
part  of  city  recently  and  house  was  filled  with  smoke  and  woman  found 
unconscious.  She  was  given  artificial  respiration  and  treated  for  shock 
and  was  brought  to  by  aid  of  officers  from  both  Police  and  Fire 
Departments. 

Numerous  demonstrations  were  given  for  the  public  including 
the  state  convention  of  the  American  Red  Cross,  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, Playhouse  Theatre,  and  numerous  fraternal  and  church  organi- 
zations. 

Training  was  given  outside  of  the  department  to  life  saving  corps 
from  the  University  of  Utah,  Deseret  Gymnasium  and  the  Y.  W.  C.  A. 
There  was  also  one  corps  of  6  men  from  Police  Department  took 
training  and  passed  the  examination  in  Life  Saving  in  Deseret  Gym.

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IN  BROADCASTING 

Mr.  Jos.  E.  Burbidge, 
Chief  of  Police. 

Dear  Sir: 

The  department  has  broadcast  every  day  during  1930,  except 
Sundays,  with  very  few  interruptions,  at  8:30  a.  in.  and  11:00  p.  m. 
over  the  remote  control  set  in  this  department  by  direct  wire  through 
the  broadcasting  station  KDYL. 

All  traffic  changes  and  the  principal  traffic  ordinances  have  been 
broadcast  several  times  during  the  year. 

Every  morning  and  night  some  safety  talks  are  given  over  the  air 
along  with  the  broadcast  for  missing  persons  and  stolen  automobiles 
and  other  police  matters  which  go  on  the  air  daily.  There  were  ap- 
proximately 58  hours  of  time  used  on  the  air  broadcasting  these  matters 
for  the  police  department.  This  was  given  gratis  by  KDYL.  There 
has  been  broadcast  118  fire  precaution  talks,  508  police,  traffic,  and 
public  safety  talks  with  noticeable  good  results  and  favorable  comments 
are  continuously  being  received  on  this  work. 

There  were  572  announcements  to  locate  missing  persons.  These 
requests  came  to  this  department  by  mail  from  nearly  every  state 
in  CJ.  S.,  five  from  Canada  and  two  from  England.  The  above  number 
includes  our  local  missing  persons.  The  majority  were  from  out  of 
town  cities  and  other  states. 

There  were  1,916  announcements  to  locate  stolen  cars.  Some  of 
these  cars  were  announced  several  times.  We  had  requests  for  these 
announcements  to  locate  stolen  cars  from  many  cities  and  several 
states.  There  were  special  requests  for  missing  persons  made  direct 
from  both  studios  of  KDYL  and  KSL  broadcasting  stations.  These 
were  given  special  attention  and  broadcast  from  the  main  studios 
of  KDYL  and  KSL.  There  were  also  several  broadcasts  for  escaping 
holdups,  with  successful  results  in  all  cases. 

The  use  of  radio  for  police  work  is  now  being  established  in  nearly 
all  police  departments  throughout  the  country.  Police  cars  are 
equipped  with  receiving  sets  and  with  this  equipment  are  kept  in 
contact  with  the  department  at  all  times  while  on  the  street.  This 
feature  is  particularly  useful  in  cases  where  crimes  reported  for  im- 
mediate and  urgent  calls.  Details  are  sent  out,  descriptions  and  other 
important  matters  are  given  and  received  by  all  cars  so  equipped  at 
one  time,  whether  they  be  in  route  or  standing  still,  thereby  getting 
the  fullest  cooperation  and  the  efficiency  of  the  department  with 
such  equipment  being  increased  50  per  cent. 

COURT 

The  harmonious  cooperation  between  all  bureaus  of  the  police 
department  and  the  clerk's  office  of  the  Police  Court  has  made  this 
year  a  complete  success  in  the  handling  of  all  cases  by  the  department. 

The  heads  of  each  department  have  responded  to  the  matters  con- 
cerning the  successful  handling  of  cases  through  this  office.  There 
were  8,927  new  cases  filed  in  this  court  during  the  year,  there  were 
subpoenaed  927  officers  as  witnesses,  43  jury  venires  served.
